of triumphant victory over ап opponent, Such is | 


the course sanctioned and advised by some of those 
who seek to constitute themselves the leaders of the 
trade movements of this country, and profess to 
represent the claims and the intelligence of labour. 
While the men of Newcastle, who may be supposed 
to know their own business best, and have conducted 
themselves with a certain dignity in their readiness to 
adopt a compromise which they felt they could 
accept, by their recent acts disclaim any desire to 
exhibit a stubborn antagonism, the men of London 


have been persuaded that they could best show their | 


sense of what was due to the approaching restoration 
of mutual goodwill between employers and workmen 


by persisting in a great demonstration, originally de- | 


signed to express something very much like hostility. 
We do not mince words on this matter, and have 


too constantly upheld the real interests and the just | 


demands of * working теп” to fear misinterpre- 
tation. Therefore we say that the Trafalgar-square 


demonstration was a blunder, against which we are | 


glad to know that some worthy and sensible men pro- 


tested, even in the presence of the leaders who mis- | 
directed the main body of those who, for want of due | 
reflection, failed to see that they were promoting such | 
an ungenerous proceeding as would at once have | 


been denounced if it had been adopted by the masters 
in Newcastle. 

That this is the case no argument is needed to 
prove. The position only requires to be looked at 
with calm eyes. It wil probably be granted that 
the provisions of the proposed arrangement offered 
advantages to both sides, which could be granted and 


accepted by each without shame and without reproach. | 
The men were fo secure the main object of their | 


demand, while the masters saw in the concessions 
offered to them a remedy against what they feared 
would be the consequences of yielding to the claim 
originally put forward. Under such circumstances, 
what possible significance can be attached to holding 
а demonstration the very object of which was to 
uphold the terms not of agreement, but of disagree- 


ment? It will possibly be allowed by all those who | 


promoted the Trafalgar-square meeting that the 
masters have obtained certain considerations in re- 
turn for the concession of the three hours which were 
the stumbling-block of former negotiations. It may 
even be inferred that they have consented to the 
terms proposed because they saw in them their 


way to something like an even bargain. The | 


position of mutual antagonism, which had 
led. to much’ anxiety on both sides, was 


to be ended in the way that all rational men foresaw | 
was the natural remedy for the prevention of further | 


irretrievable loss. The only way out of the difficulty 
was the discovery of a compromise which would go 
far to satisfy both parties, because each would claim 
something and yield something. Тһе men were de- 
termined to abide by their first demand for a working 


day of only nine hours; the masters seemed to be | 


equally determined not to grant this diminution in 
the hours of labour, not so much because they 
dreaded having to pay the same wages for less work 
done by the men, but because the work lost repre- 
sented not only that of the men, but of the machinery ; 
and the question of working overtime was altogether 
unsettled. In this very question of overtime, and its 
arrangement во as to guard the employers against the 
loss of any out of the fifty-four hours to which the 
week's work was to be reduced, seemed to lie the 
solution of the difficulty. Оп that basis a new sug- 
gestion was offered, that at once met the approbation 
of masters and men, who, not having any quarrel 
about words, but only about the adjustment of their 
respective claims, at once saw the way to a renewa] 
of à good understanding. 
Now, what would the wotkm@ have thought if the 
Newcastle employers, having last week agreed to hold 
га great demonstrative meeting for the purpose of 


. showing theirmen how firmly they meant to resist 


their demands, had inaugurated the present week, 
not by taking care to efface such preparations as they 
made for assembling with that object, but by 


altering the meaning of the demonstration from a 


display of resistance to а triumphant expression of 
victory over their former opponents? It will be wel] 


if thoughtful working men all over England have | 


seen, under the lime light іп Trafalgar-square, how 
little the feverish harangues and uncertain policy of 
professional leadership have to do with the real, 


| hearty settlement of such disputes as may for a time 
disturb, but should never permanently weaken, much 
less destroy, the national sentiment or the good old 
English belief in fair play on both sides. 


THE THOUSAND EXTRA LAMPS 

| at two of the famous suburban resorts of the “fast ” 
and the foolish have gone out almost without a 
| sputter, and the enterprising managers of some 
establishments in town, which are supported by the 
| facilities they offer to vice, may well begin to look a 
| little ruefully at their bankers’ books, once repre- 
| senting so handsome a profit or so excellent a 
dividend, 

Whether 16 will be possible to convert Cremorne 
and Highbury Barn to a respectability that may 
attract that great staid section of the community 
which seeks its amusement at the Polytechnic and 
| Madame Tussaud’s, and once supported the Surrey 
Gardens, when they displayed the combined attrac- 
tions of a concert and a collection of carnivori, it is 
| impossible to determine. It is quite possible that if 
| some sagacious entrepreneur could secure M. Riviére 


| with his orchestra, and, altogether abolishing the 
| al-fresco dancing, take care that the great bombard- 
ment should conclude exactly at ten o'clock with a 
| transparency representing the signature of the 
Treaty of Peace—even Canon Cromwell might 
be induced to issue permits to select parties of 
his students to witness so edifying a spectacle. Of 
course 15 becomes а question where all the dis- 
reputable habitués of the gardens aud the supper- 
rooms will go to if the place is shut up, or even if it 
makes an effort to reform, and зо а в to attract those 
who have, it is to be feared, hitherto been one of its 
evil attractions; but unless we are prepared to adopt 
the plan of certain Continental cities, and devote par- 
ticular streets and neighbourhoods fo vicious occu- 
pants, who may there ply their infamous business, as 
| jit were by license or with a certain amount of official 
| inspection at stated periods, we are not called upon 
to retain in any particular neighbourhood a place of 
assembly which offers too obvious an attraction to 
what may be called the frivolous class to remain long 
without the contamination which comes from its 
| being the hunting-ground of those who live by 
| the vice that is always at Folly's elbow. At 
any rate, it would seem that at Chelsea vice 
|and folly together have contrived to oust poor 
| respectability out of their neighbourhood ; and that 
they extend their demonstrations to the streets where 
virtue has its beauty sleep rudely disturbed by the 
| indecent yells and oaths of tipsified revellers. The 
| end of it all is that Cremorne will pale its now in- 
effectual fires before the dawn of magisterial percep- 
| tion; and, as the bench of licensing dignitaries repre- 
senting public opinion had gone to their duties deter- 
mined to execute vigorous sentence, Highbury Barn— 
an old and hardened offender—and some other places 
will at present disturb the peace of quiet families no 
longer. 

We have from time to time put in our own protest 
| against the shameless indecency and incentives to 
immorality which could be witnessed both in the per- 
formances and among the audience at some of the 
| places that are now struggling as best they may with 
| the Lord Chamberlain's license only, and with no 

license from the magistrates to supplement the 
| scope of their attractions. We have по word to 
say on their behalf. But in recording the decisions 
of the magistrates, and thinking how they repre- 
sent the “cold fit" of virtue in the public, which 
| was once so ably satirised by Macaulay, we can- 
| not refrain from wishing that the arbiter of theat- 
| rical licenses, the great Lord Chamberlain himself, 
| would bestow a little intelligent attention on certain 
‚ theatres where his interposition is sometimes needed. 
| What of a new stage, where a few months ago a 
| whole crowd of more or less dressed women made up 
| а spectacle that seemed to have been borrowed from 
| some of the most degraded of the fashionable 
| theatres of Imperial Paris. Did the licensing dig- 
| nitary know that the wages paid t» these performers 
| by the management was about three-and-sixpence а 
week each, and yet that some of them notoriously 
rode to the theatre in their broughams, and wore 
jewels of more value than ten years' salary upon 
their unblushing necks and untingling ears. It із 
а wide subject this question of licensing places of 
public amusement, and one upon all the details of 
which we cannot here enter; but, as a topic of the 
week, the disestablishment of Cremorne, Highbury 
| Barn, and the Alhambra Music Hall, as far as the

AWFUL FIRE AT CHICAGO. 

А great fire broke out in Chicago, on Sunday night» 
in the southern part of the city. The wind was 
blo: а gale from the south, and carried the fire 
through the heart of the city for miles. "Thousands 
of buildings are destroyed ; among them are all the 
banks, the railway dépóts, the Courthouse, the 
waterworks, and the principal hotels and stores, six 
grain elev: and a multitude of private dwelling- 
houses. The t section covers upwards of two 
sqnare miles in the heart of the city. It extends 
from Twelfth-street northwards. Everything has 
ача from the lake-shore inland nearly опе 
mile, І 

One hundred thousand people аге homeless. Many 
have been killed. Тһе loss is estimated at 
500,000,000 dols. The Bare is sending to other cities 
for aid and food for the destitute, numbers of people 
being homeless, There is great excitement through- 
out the country, and aid has been sent from Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Milwaukee, and Detroit. The President 
has ordered food and clothing to be distributed from 
the military store in Chicago. 

Many of the leading railways of America converge 
towards that city, and the loss in a commercial point 
of view arising from the awful fire which we record 
will be enormous. The moe of the city in 
1850 was 28,269 ; in 1857, 130,000 ; and probably 
at the present time the total is little short of a quarter 
of a million. With reference to the position of the 
ill-fated city, it may be remarked that it is beautifully 
situated on an inclined plane extending along the 
shores of Lake Michigan for many miles.

FLOWER GARDEN. 


Tur summer bedders are now becoming shabby, 
and should be cleared away to make room for Ше 
spring flowers, which will now be strong and fit for 

lanting, if the advice given in July was followed. 

here is so little labour attached to having a beauti- 
ful display of spring flowers, that we wonder an 
empty flower-bed can be tolerated at that season. 
Allthe following are remarkably showy, and bear 
moving well—namely, aubrietias, wallflowers, forget- 
me-nots, silene, arabis, iberis, pansies, blue and 
yellow, and double daisies, Тһе above are the best 
of the hardy plants adapted for massing. Prim- 
roses, hepaticas, polyanthuses, and violets are all 
beautiful, and should be grown in quantities wherever 
spring flowers are grown and appreciated, but they 
do not present such a showy appearance when in 
flower as the other subjects named above. 


CONSERVATORY, 

The strong-growing climbers trained over the roof 
of this structure should be either cut back or the 
shoots thinned out, as the case may demand, to 
enable the plants growing underneath to receive the 
full benefit of the light, which is so essential to their 
health at this season. Where it is not desirable to 
cut away any portion of the young growth, much 
may be done towards admitting the light by tying 
this season’s shoots rather close together and fasten- 
ing them under the rafters. This structure should 
undergo a thorough revision, and everything be made 
as cleanly and orderly as possible for the winter. 
Where chrysanthemums are grown for conservatory 
decoration, they should soon be taken under cover, 
in case of frost. They must have free exposure to 
the air, and the ventilators be kept open night and 
day, except during a sharp frost. 


FRAMES, 


Mignonette sown now in pots of rich light soil, 
started with a little bottom-heat, as on a bed of 
leaves or nearly worn-out dung, and kept in a pit 
all winter, will bloom early next spring, and a few 
may be forced. 

Examine the whole stock of plants in pots as 
opportunities offer, to remove worms from pots; 
renew the drainage where it has got stoped up and 
otherwise prepare for the casualties of winter. Plants 
that have been standing out must now be housed, 
and those to be forced must be repotted if needful. 

FRUIT GARDEN, 

This is a capital time for paying attention to trees 
in an unfruitful condition, and for applying the 
proper remedies. Trees growing with undue luxuri- 
ance must be checked by root-pruning, and others in 
a starving condition must һауе a little help with 
fresh soil and manure. 

The presence of moss on the stems of fruit-trees 
proves that the ground uires draining, and with- 
out draining it will be useless to expect them to do 
much good. If not already done, clear away the old 
raspberry-stems, to admit more light and air to the 
young growth and enable it to get thoroughly 
matured, 


KITCHEN GARDEN. 


Very little can be done in this department beyond 
keeping the quarters under crops free from weeds, 
and trenching or ridging up others which are now 
vacant. Where broccoli are ed with undue 
luxuriance heel them over with their heads to the 
north, but where the plants are growing with ordi- 

vigour let them alone for the present. Gather 
the pods of scarlet runner and French beans as they 
attain a proper size, and keep them in a cool place 
for future use in case of frost, which may probably 


‘соте and destroy these vegetables at any moment. 


By gathering them as suggested, and with a little 
attention in keeping them in a suitable place, the 
supply may be kept up for a fortnight after the 
plants are killed by frost. It will also be advisable 
to examine the cauliflowers and early broccoli, and 
protect those ready for DR Be d turning the out- 
side leaves over the flower. Plant out the main crop 
of spring cabbage in well-trenched soil, and bear in 
mind what was said last week about the rotation of 


crops.

THE LATE FIELD MARSHAL SIR JOHN 
BURGOYNE. 
THE death of this veteran warrior took place at his 


town residence last Saturday morning. His life, as 
traced by the Times, reads almost like a complete 


MILITARY HISTORY OF THE PRESENT CENTURY. 


John Fox Burgoyne was the son of the Right Hon. 
John Burgoyne, whose name was well known to the 
public nearly a century ago, not only as a public man, 
a member of Parliament, and a dramatic writer, but 
also as the ‘‘ best-abused " man of his day. Не com- 
manded the forces in. America in 1777, and led an 
expedition into Canada which was intended asa bold 
movement against the insurgents; but, in conse- 
quence of a misadventure, and from not being sup- 
ported by General Howe, as intended, was forced to 
surrender to the Americans, 

Born in 1782, the future Field Marshal went in 
due time to Eton. Apparently, however, he cared 
less for his father’s dramas than for his military 
achievements; for before long he was transplanted 
to the Military Academy at Woolwich, where he went 
through the usual course of mathematics and fortifi- 
cation, On Aug. 29, 1798, he was gazetted to a 
Lieutenant’s commission in the Royal Engineers. In 
April, 1800, Burgoyne sailed in the memorable expe- 
dition sent to the Mediterranean 


UNDER SIR RALPH ABERCROMBIE, 


to counteract the designs of the great Napoleon. 
Proceeding to the Mediterranean, he took an active 
part in the blockade of Malta and the capture of 
Valetta, which, after a stubborn resistance on the 
part of the French, placed the citadel of the Mediter- 
ranean in the hands of England. In 1806 we find 
him actively employed in Sicily ; in the same year he 
embarked as Commanding Engineer with the expe- 
dition to Egypt, under Major-General Mackenzie 
Fraser, and was present at the capture of Alexandria 
and the siege of Rosetta. His spirited conduct on 
these occasions attracted the notice of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, won especial mention in the de- 
spatches sent home to the Horse Guards, and still 
further increased the already high opinion which was 
entertained at home of the ability, zeal, and pro- 
fessional skill of the young engineer. At the close of 
the last-mentioned expedition 


SIR JOHN MOORE 


applied for his services, and he accordingly returned 
to Sicily in the autumn. We next find him em- 
ployed for a short time in Sweden, whence he was 
transferred to Portugal; was present throughout the 
entire campaign, and finally shared with his la- 
mented chief the memorable retreat on Corunna, 
where he formed one of that melancholy party which 
laid Sir John Moore in his hastily-dug grave. In 
the last-named affair Captain Burgoyne, for such was 
now his rank, was ordered to blow up the bridge at 
Benevento, so as to stop the advance of the French; 
but in order to detain them as long as possible, and 
to give more time to the British troops, he was in- 
structed to delay firing the mine until the very last 
moment. The French advanced parties held the 
further end of the bridge at the moment when he 
exploded the charge, which completely destroyed the 
Structure. Араш, in the retreat before Messana to 
the lines of Lisbon, he received orders to blow up 
Fort Conception as soon as the French advanced in 
force; but, in order to check their passage as 
effectually as possible, he was ordered on no account 
to allow himself to be deceived by any detachment, 
but to remain steady until the main body of the 
French moved up. This operation, like the one 
before mentioned, required much coolness and nerve, 
ав wellas great professional skill; and it is almost 
needless to add that it was completely successful. 
After а short absence Burgoyne was ordered to join 
the army under 
SIR ARTHUR WELLESLEY 


in Spain, where he was actively employed until the 
close of the war. There was not а siege in which he 
did not take an active part, and there were few 
battles where һе was not under fire. Не took part 
in the passage of the Douro, the battle of Busaco, 
the two sieges of Badajoz, the siege and battle of 
Salamanca, the battle of Vittoria, the siege of San 
Sebastian, the action of the Bidassoa, the battle of 
Nivelle, the passage of the Adour, the blockade of 
Bayonne, «с. It is well known that the sieges in 
the Peninsula did not offer much opportunity for 
ional merits of the corps of 
Engineers, as, on account of the want of Sappers and 
Miners, and the scarcity of every requisite for such 
ап undertaking, they were forced to convert the 
sieges into what the French term attaques brusqués, 
and our army paid dearly in loss of life for our 
neglect of the scientific branches of the service. 
Nevertheless, the British engineers were as abundant 
in readiness of resource, in zeal, and gallantry, as 
they were deficient in matériel; and it was noted 
ав а remarkable fact that, in spite of the total want 
of everything necessary for regular siege operations, 
the self-same fortresses in the Peninsula, when 
attacked by the British and garrisoned by the French, 
fell in a much shorter time than when attacked by 
the French and garrisoned by the Spaniards, and 
that, too, although the French engineers possessed а 
supply of all or most of those means in which the 
English were so deficient. Burgoyne, who attained 
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the rank of Colonel during the war, was first or 
second in command of the Engineers at most of the 
sieges in the Peninsula, 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON 

frequently expressed a very high opinion of his mili- 
tary capacity, and, more seriously than in jest, used 
to say of him in reference to that diffidence and 
modesty which always marked the man and showed 
rather than hid his merits, “ТЕ Burgoyne only knew 
his worth as an officer, there would be no one in the 
Army toequalhim." Within a few months of the 
close of the war in the Peninsula Colonel Burgoyne, 
ever active and indefatigable, was again “іп 
harness," being appointed commanding engineer of 
the 

EXPEDITION TO NEW ORLEANS, 
under General Sir Edward Pakenham. Неге he 
found repeated opportunities of gaining distinction; 
his spirited conduct at an attack on the enemy's in- 
trenched position, and at the siege of Fort Bowyer, 
brought his name more prominently forward than 
ever, and materially advanced his professional pros- 
pects. Не was highly complimented by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the expedition, and his services 
were more than once acknowledged and recommended 
to the notice of the authorities at home by General 
Sir John Lambert in his despatches. It was by an 
accident—or rather we should say, perhaps, by а 
freak of fortune—that Burgoyne was not at Waterloo. 
The gallant Sir Thomas Picton, who had learnt his 
value in the Peninsula, and who appreciated his 
merits as highly as his old friend and chief, Sir John 
Moore, was desirous of securing the services of so 
able an officer for the army in Flanders, and, it is 
said, made a formal application to the Government 
with this view; but for some reason or обһе?-ров- 
sibly because the post had already been promised to 
an officer with higher connections and greater family 
influence—the Master-General of the Ordnance with- 
held his sanction from the application, and the oppor- 
tunity was lost to Burgoyne of bearing his partin the 
crowning victory. Не could well afford to lose the 
laurels which he might have gathered there; for, 
with the single exception of Waterloo, there was not 
а single great or important action in the entire war, 
from its beginning to its end, in which Burgoyne did 
not bear part. Disappointed, however, as he must 
have been, we find him within one short month after 
the battle once more serving actively under the orders 
of his great commander; for he joined the Army of 
Occupation at Paris in the middle of July. 

To a soldier of less energetic disposition and less 
active and indefatigable habits than the late Field 
Marshal it ismore than probable that the peace of 
forty years which followed on the victory of Waterloo 
would have represented a long period of comparative 
ease and retirement. But Colonel Burgoyne was far 
too active and zealous for anything of the kind; he 
easily and cheerfully adapted his energies to other 
work, and rendered good service to the country at 
large in & purely civil capacity. We now pass to 
another and perhaps the most important chapter in 
the career of Sir John Burgoyne—we mean the part 
which he played in 

THE RUSSIAN WAR. 
When, in the winter of 1853-4, it became evident, 
not only to diplomatists who were in the secret, but 
also to the world at large, that Russia “ meant mis- 
chief," and was bent upon disturbing the peace of 
Europe, Sir John Burgoyne was sent to Constanti- 
nople to report upon the measures necessary for the 
defence of the Ottoman Porte, as the English and 
French Governments Бад not up to that time come 
to a determination to send out to the East a force 
sufficiently large to undertake more important opera- 
tions. As soon, however, as the gallant General re- 
turned to Europe the real state of the case was made 
known; the Government was not long in making up 
its mind; and Sir John was appointed Lieutenant- 
General on the Staff of the Army in the East. It 
would be easy enough to dash off the rest of the Cri- 
mean story ina few short words, merely saying that to 
Sir John Burgoyne was intrusted the management of 
the landing of the British forces on the shores of the 
Crimea; that he suggested the flank movement to 
the southern side of Sebastopol; that from the first 
he pointed out the Malakoff as the key of the entire 
position; that he conducted the siege operations 
before Sebastopol up to the middle or end of March, 
1855, when he was recalled to England, leaving Sir 
Harry Jones to complete the work which he had 
originated. But this, though true so far as it goes, 
would scarcely be an adequate account of 
THE CRIMEAN SERVICES 

of the subject of this memoir. It may safely be 
asserted that, whatever were theshortcomings of the 
leaders of the British army itself, the Engineers, 
under Burgoyne, from the very commencement of 
the campaign, may claim for themselves the credit 
of having given what proved the right advice at the 
critical moment with respect to the landing at 
Eupatoria, and it is well known that their advice 
was but the echo of that of Sir John Burgoyne. The 
French officers, and a portion of the English, in- 
cluding Sir George Brown, were in favour of attempt- 
ing a landing at the mouth of the Katcha. Sir John 
Burgoyne, however, objected to the spot, and at first 
stood almost alone in his objection; for his keen and 
experienced eye detected it to be from its configura. 
tion a hazardous place for disembarking troops, and 
he suggested instead the spot which was afterwards 
agreed upon by both armies, Again, when the land-

THE PORT OF LONDON. 


Let any wayfarer across London Bridge pause for 
a moment and look down the river, and he will see а 


maritime port. Here, besides a vastly preponderating 
majority of our own countrymen, are the sons of 
Gaul, ehattering and gesticulating, but hardly ғо 
brimful of assurance now la grande nation bas 
been humbled; solid Dutchmen and phlegmatic 
Germans, going about their work in sober but me- 
thodical fashion, the latter with & bolder front since 
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their vietory over France; quick-eyed, sharp-faced, 
cunning Greeks (especially prominent they are just 
before Christmas, when the fruit-ships arrive with 
the indispensable currants for the festive pudding) ; 
eager Italians; solemn Spaniards; cool but keen 
Yankees; and swarthy Malays and sallow China- 
men. From every quarter of the globe, in every 
variety of vessel, are goods of every conceivable 
description brought to the great mart of the world. 
Though men and ships from all nations are to be seen 
in the “ Роо1,” it ought, however, to be а consola- 
tion to those who disquiet themselves about the pros- 
pects of British industry to know that at least three 
fourths of all this mighty commerce is carried in 
British-built, British-owned, and British-manned 
vessels. 

The port of London, as actually occupied by 
shipping, extends from London Bridge to Deptford, 
being а distance of four miles, and is from 400 to 
500 yards in breadth. It consists of four divisions— 
the Upper, Middle, and Lower Pools, and the space 
between Limehouse and Deptford. Тһе Upper Pool 
extends from London Bridge to Union Hole, about 
1600 yards; the Middle Pool thence to Wapping 
New Stairs, 700 yards; the Lower Pool from the 
latter place to Horseferry Tier, near Limehouse, 
1800 yards; and the space below, to Deptford, about 
2700 yards. 


VERSAILLES. 


Versailles is by name more familiar to Londoners, 
perhaps, than Kensington Gardens, thanks to Dr. 
Russell's courtly chronicle and Mr. Robert Landells's 
lifelike illustrations of how the German Empire was 
re-established while the Emperor William, with the 
Crown Prince, Bismarck, and Moltke lived there 
awaiting the fall of Paris. We are as much at home 
in the magnificent chateau of Louis XIII., which his 
successor converted into a palace, as in Hampton 
Court itself; and the Great and Little Trianon have 
superseded recollections of the Chelsea bunhouse and 
the palace at Kew. It is not Versailles the palace, 
however, that is, after all, the great attraction; the 
weary hours spent in those grand galleries where the 
history of France is told on big canvases or in 
sprawling allegories on the ceilings; the tiring visits 
to the rooms where one speaks in whispers as though 
the ghost of Marie Antoinette and the courtiers who 
made up the society of that time still flitted about 
the stuffy apartments or glided shadowless in the 
evening tide along the polished floor of the great 
ball-room; the statues, and arms, and marble tables, 
and all the rest of the show are a little too much for 
the occasional lounger. It is in 


THE GARDENS 


that one might dream away a summer’s day, or 
wander full of pleasant though melancholy thought 
on an afternoon in autumn, just as the great trees 
were turning to red gold and the leaves began to fall 
tinkling on the mossy ground, or quivered in little 
eddies along the broad gravel-path, or down the flight 
of marble steps, or led us to the long avenue where 
all the deities of Olympus stand in marble to remind 
us of our mythology. From the basin of Neptune to 
the Trianon is a walk that might well awaken sad re- 
flections and stir.strange memories in those who had 
Studied the history of that gay, giddy, evil time when 
the gardens were laid out at such an enormous cost 
by Lenótre. But things have changed since then. 
The hatred that the Parisians had for Versailles as а, 
Royal residence was nearly the cause of its destruc- 
tion when so many other and better things were 
doomed in the frenzy that followed. It was one of 
the grievances that the people preferred against the 
unfortunate Louis X VI. that he kept his Court there, 
and he was forced to return to Paris. Even Napoleon 
had much difficulty in saving Versailles; but he had 
а hand strong enough to check those unreasoning out- 
bursts of popular fury; and it was spared for Louis 
Philippe to repair and enlarge it, and make it the 
depository of its present art-treasures, апа keep 
up its gay, grand, garish state, that is so gloomy 
in its solitary grandeur. The trees, the natural 
beauties of the place, have been replanted since the 
days of the Grand Monarch, and the great fountains 
play now to the people on holidays, the lesser ones 
every other Sunday through the summer. At this 
spectacle visitors are present in great numbers; but 
it is not only to see the fountains that the Parisians 
as wellas the people of Versailles go to the gardens. 
Three times a week the band of the Imperial Guard 
plays there under the shade of those superb trees; 
and at the charming promenade—or rather let us say 
alíresco lounging concerts—a fashionable as well as 
а plebeian audience assembles. The chairs are almost 
always well filled, but there is ample space for pro- 
menaders also ; and the music hour at Versailles is in 
happy tinies one of the most successful entertainments 
of the season. 


FEAST IN SAUTERNE. 


Let us drive from our minds the blood-red fields of 
France. There are some places on the earth's sur- 
face our associations with which are all pleasant, and 
assuredly the district of the Haut Sauterne, in the 
department of the Gironde, is one of them. Our 
thoughts of it come mostly when we are in the pleni- 
tude of enjoyment with a glass of that delicate wine 
which takes Ив name from the country where it is 
grown—nay, let us say а bottle; for one glass of 
sauterne is scarcely enough to satisfy even an 
anchorite. 


Most of us know now what sauterne is; for the re- 
duction of the duty on light wines, and the healthy 
enterprise which immediately followed Mr. Glad- 
stone's efforts, and by introducing the Chancellor's 
claret opened the door for a dozen pure and whole- 
some beverages to find their way to England, has 
made this also common among us. Very few of us, 
however, have been to the wine country, especially 
during the vintage season, when the ingathering of 
the grape harvest is the great festival of the year. 

The gathering of the vintage is а, long operation in 
the white-wine country, Sauterne, Bommes, and 
Barsac, where the grapes are plucked, as it were, one 
by one, only ata certain stage of ripeness, which 
novices would be almost inclined to call rottenness. 
Each vine is examined and plucked so many times ; 
and the operation requires such careful precautions 
in order to obtain the finer wines, that the season's 
work terminates late with the proprietors of the cele- 
brated vineyards; so that our Engraving represents 
а scene of late autumn—the

at Tour Blanche, in the Haut Sauterne. The word 
accabailles, derived from accaba, which in Gascon 
patois means to finish, is the harvest-home of the 
vinedressers in the white-wine country, when the 
work both of field and press is concluded. Flowers 
and garlands of leaves are twined to deck the houses 
and embellish every available corner; the vast sheds 
used to shelter the heavy carts and to store the 
various agricultural implements, are transformed into 
roomy ball-rooms, supplemented by a great salle-d- 
manger, from which the space for dancing is separated 
only by a barrier of leaves and flowers. Great is the 
consumption of wine on this day; so great, indeed, 
that it is well the beverage is of a light character, 
although its effects are pretty evident in the boisterous 
hilarity of the people as they greet the owners of the 
vineyards when they make their appearance at the 
feast. One of the principal observances of the day 
is 
A PROCESSION 

formed of the vintagers, both men and women, who 
join hands a1.i perform а sort of grotesque dance 
round the great plane-trees which are common in the 
district. Amidst this throng of modern bacchanals 
two men walk, bearing on their shoulders a great 
trophy composed of a large bouquet of field flowers, 
supported by about thirty head of game, consisting 
of rabbits, hares, wild ducks, thrushes, blackbirds, 
and partridges, all very skilfully arranged. These are 
intended as a present to the master, and, on reaching 
the house, the spokesman of the party offers it to him 
in due form. After the master has acknowledged the 
compliment, the music strikes up, and the dance 
already referred to commences. Two couples begin 
by executing a wild but graceful figure, locally known 
as а “сопро.” This is followed by eccentric sarabands 
of the whole company, and these, again, are suc- 
ceeded by more modern dances, which last till mid- 
night, fresh guests and groups of peasants from 
all the country round continuing to arrive until 
daylight the next morning. The effect of ‘this 
great festival by moonlight is one of the most 
picturesque ever witnessed ; and the quaintly-dressed 
girls—many of them distinguished for remarkable 
beauty—the flashing of lights, the music, and the 
primitive but effective decorations, are realisations of 
what one might suppose is but an operatic dream.

In this extremity, 
2nd unable to hold her longer, he was obliged to let 
the woman drop, and she fell to the g-ound, without, 
however, sustaining any serious injury. Тһе escape- 
man was not so fortunate. The canvas of the machine 
was then in flames, and in trying to make his way 
бояп he became entangled in the wire network, 
where he was seen plunging and kicking, the fire, 
it is said, actually 
ROASTING HIM ALIVE. 

Police-Constable Carter, on seeing the fireman 
entangled in the wire netting of the machine, and 
that his own escape by the regular way was impos- 
sible glided down one of the lever ro and in so 
doing rubbed the flesh off his hands. Ву a desperate 
effort Ford managed to strain the rounds of the 
ladder, and, breaking away the network, fell to the 
ground, but with such force as to double up his 
helmet, the brass-work of which inflicted а dangerous 
wound on his head. Тһе flames about his burning 

clothes were soon extinguished, and he was removed, 
in а pitiable condition, to the Royal Free Hospital, in 
the immediate neighbourhood, where he lingered in 
great agony until aout eight o'clock on Saturday 
evening, when death put an end to his sufferings. He 
was about thirty years of age, and has left a widow 
and two children. He had been about four years in 
the brigade and bore a good character. 
HELP FOR THE WIDOW AND ORPHANS. _ 

The case of his widow and orphans is well worthy 
the consideration of the Metropolitan Board of Works. 
He lost his life in the дева discharge of duty, and 
but for him the lives of six persons would probably 
have been sacrificed.. Having previously risked it in 
saving five of them, he made a still more desperate 
attempt to rescue a sixth, in which he succeeded, and 
in that heroic act he fell a victim to his own courage. 

The heroic courage of this martyr to duty is borne 
witness to by a correspondent of the Times :— 

** No man could have gone more cheerfully into the 
very jaws of death, and with such fearful odds 
шал him, to save the life of another than this poor 
fellow; and itis due entirely to his gallantry that 
the whole six people were saved. 1 : 

* In speaking of his death іп your impression of 
to-day you say that the case of his widow and orphans 
is well worthy the consideration of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works.

MURDER OF TWO SCOTCHMEN ІМ FIJI. 


А Fiji paper романи an account of а horrible 
murder of two Scotchmen by Fiji islanders. The 
occurrence took place at Barawai, on the Ba coast, on 
July 9. Messrs. James M‘Intosh and John Spiers, 
both extensive land proprietors in Fiji, and owners of 
cotton and coffee plantations, set out from Mr. 
Spiers’s house on Sunday, July 9, accompanied by 
three Fijians, on a shooting and fishing excursion. 
The party went up the river to a place called Na 
Qwo, where they were met by a large band of 
mountaineers, who came and asked them to buy yams 
and tara. Messrs. M‘Intosh and sps, having often 
done business with the natives, did not suspect any 
harm, and went ashore to see what was wanted. 
They had only gone a short distance when the 
mountaineers attacked them, and with Mr. M‘Intosh’s 
gun shot that gentleman dead, and also Mr. Spiers, 
who had left his gun in the boat with the islanders 
who had accompanied them. The day after the 
murder the mountaineers came down the river and 
carried off everything they could ug their hands 
upon—Mrs. Spiers having to flee for her life, along 
with her three children. The mountaineers then 
went away, and the bodies of Mr. Spiers and Mr. 
M'Intosh, horribly mutilated, were recovered and

Mervyn is an elderly gentleman who is believed to be 
a bachelor, though from an early period in the pro- 
gress of the piece some pains are taken to hint at the 
fact that there 1з а mystery in his past history in 
some way connected with matrimonial matters. His 
household is presided over by a middle-aged spinster 
sister, of a good-natured but rather romantic turn, 
and is further under the direction of an eccentric con- 
fidential servant named Muggles, who takes strange 
liberties and exercises a certain influence over his 
master only explained in the sequel of the story. 
Besides these inmates of the Mervyn household there 
is a young cousin of Mr. Mervyn, named Emily, and 
there is a nephew of the same gentleman, named 
Ernest, which latter young personages, being pre- 
destined to be married, banter each other, and indulge 


mysterious person, known as Fanny Smith, a friend 
and schoolfellow of Emily, who is shrewdly suspected 
of being a coquette and a flirt, if not a designing 
adventuress; and to these is finally added Mr. 
Mervyn’s cousin, Tom Gilroy, a young barrister, It 
is not until the curtain is about to fall that some- 
thing like the foundation of a story is laid, when Tom 
Mervyn and Miss Smith suddenly recognise each 
other, the latter exclaiming, aside, ‘‘Tom!’’ while 
the other, in the same manner, ejaculates, “ Му 
wife!” 

The second act, which passes in the same scene, 
throws light upon this mysterious recognition. Tom 
has married in secret because he is hampered by the 
terms of a father’s will, which are of a somewhat 
unusual kind; for the testator, having, as must be 
assumed, more knowledge of Tom’s character than is 
explained to the audience, has chosen to fix the period 
of his majority not at twenty-one, but at the mature 
age of thirty-five, with the proviso that, if he should 
marry before that period without the consent of his 
cousin and guardian, Mr. Mervyn, the latter should 
inherit his fortune. But Tom has quarrelled with his 
wife; has separated from her, and for five years the 
young couple have not seen each other, when they 
thus suddenly come together in Mr. Mervyn's draw- 
ing-room. Now arise fresh complications. Mr. 
Mervyn, in spite of disparity of years, becomes 
desperately enamoured of Fanny Smith, and deter- 
mines to offer her marriage, when his plan is dis- 
turbed by the designing Muggles, who, ever on the 
watch, apprises his master of certain signs of intimacy 
which he has observed between Tom and the young 
lady. In consequence of this Mr. Mervyn makes 
desperate efforts to bring about a match between 
Tom and Emily, using his influence under the will 
for that purpose; but, of course, with no effect but 
that of arousing the jealousy of Ernest and stimulat- 
ing the coquetry of Emily, who takes advantage of 
the situation to pique her young lover. To add to 
the embarrassments of Tom, Mr. Mervyn actually 
makes him a confidant in the matter of his matri- 
monial plans—a scene which gives rise to some
